Promotions  of  individual  pupils  may  be 
made  on  the  first  Monday  of  any  month  during  the 
year,  under  instructions  from  the  Division  Committees, 
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after  examination  by  the  Principal  of  the  district,  under 
the  direction  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

"  Under  the  direction  of  the  Committee  on  Examina- 
tions the  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  make  such  inter- 
pretations of  the  authorized  courses  of  study  as  will 
indicate  the  proper  standards  to  be  reached  in  the 
several  classes,  and  the  best  methods  of  study  to  be 
used  in  reaching  those  standards.  Principals  shall  use 
the  general  methods  of  instruction  which  are  approved 
by  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  referring  all  questions  of 
interpretation  which  may  arise,  to  that  Board.  An 
appeal  to  the  Committee  on  Examinations  may  be 
taken  by  any  person  interested  in  and  objecting  to  the 
decision  of  such  questions.  The  individual  Super- 
visors shall  conform  all  their  suggestions  to  the  teachers 

CO 

to  what  has  been  determined  by  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors, and  all  such  suggestions  shall  be  made  through 
the  Principals,  or  in  concurrence  with  them. 

"  Under  the  direction  of  the  Committee  on  Examina- 
tions the  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  determine  the 
proper  standards  to  be  attained  by  each  class  in  the 
several  studies  of  the  authorized  course.  The  indi- 
vidual Supervisors,  in  making  their  examinations, 
whether  these  are  oral  or  written,  shall  conform  their 
questions  to  those  standards,  and  shall  keep  records 
of  the  questions  they  use,  and  of  the  results  they 
find. 

"  The  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  have  the  right  to 
hold  occasional  meetings  of  the  teachers,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  explaining  the  interpretations  of  the  course  of 
study,  and  illustrating  the  methods  of  instruction 
which  they  have  marked  out ;  and  they  may  designate 
one  or  more  of  their  number  to  take  charge  of  such 
meetings.

The  Special  Committee  appointed  by  this  Board  to  hear  the 
parties,  upon  the  petition  of  Harrison  Loring  and  others,  in  re- 
gard to  Henry  H.  Kimball,  sub-master  of  the  Lincoln  School, 
beg  leave  to  report  that  they  met  the  respective  parties  at  very 
many  appointments,  to  suit  their  convenience,  gave  many  hours 
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to  the  introduction  of  testimony,  and  have  carefully  considered 
the  same  since.  A  wide  range  was  given  to  each  party  in  the 
submission  of  testimony,  and  the  rules  of  evidence,  as  admin- 
istered in  courts  of  law,  greatly  relaxed,  the  committee  restrict- 
ing it  generally  to  the  specifications  filed  in  the  case. 

The  petition  is  as  follows  :  — 

To  the  Honorable  the  School  Committee  of  the  City  of  Boston  : 

The  undersigned,  parents  of  boys  attending  the  Lincoln 
Grammar  School,  in  classes  which  are  soon  to  come  under  the 
immediate  control  of  the  sub-master,  Mr.  Kimball,  respectfully 
represent  that  they  consider  the  influence  of  the  said  sub-mas- 
ter to  be  detrimental  to  the  good  morals  and  manners  of  the 
pupils  under  his  charge,  and  that  in  the  event  of  his  contin- 
uance in  the  place  which  he  now  fills,  they  will  be  deprived 
of  the  benefit  which  they  have  a  right  to  expect  and  to  receive 
from  the  public  schools,  since  they  cannot,  in  justice  to  them- 
selves and  their  children,  permit  them  to  enter  the  class  of  the 
present  sub-master,  and  be  subjected  to  the  unfortunate  influ- 
ences there  prevailing.  They  therefore  respectfully  request 
that  the  said  sub-master  be  removed  from  his  present  charge. 

Under  that  it  was  desired  that  more  specific  charges  should  be 
filed,  both  to  enable  Mr.  Kimball  to  meet  the  exact  accusations 
made,  and  the  committee  to  restrict  the  evidence  to  those  ac- 
cusations. 

The  specifications  are  as  follows  :  — 

First,  That  Mr.  Kimball  fails  to  properly  control  the  pupil3 
under  his  charge  and  exerts  a  bad  influence  upon  them ; 

Second,  That  Mr.  Kimball  fails  to  command  the  confidence  of 
parents  best  informed  as  to  the  condition  of  the  school  for  the 
past  few  years. 

It  will  thus  be  seen  that  the  prayer  of  the  petition  is  for  the 
removal  of  Mr.  Kimball  from  the  position  he  now  occupies.  The 
evidence  disclosed  the  fact  that  Mr.  Kimball  had  been  employed 
in  the  schools  of  Boston,  in  places  of  responsibility,  for  a  period 
of  nineteen  years,  having  occupied  his  present  position  for  many 
years,  and  that  he  is  forty-six  years  of  age.  The  committee  feel 
that,  in  forming  a  conclusion,  they  are  to  take  into  consideration 
the  annual  action  of  committees  for  nineteen  years  who  have 
successively  recommended  him  for  reelection,  upon  consulta- 
tion with  his  superior,  and  without  any  protest  or  suggestion 
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from  any  quarter;  of  committees  residing  among  the  parents  of 
pupils  of  the  district,  and  consequently  well  acquainted  with  the 
teacher  and  familiar  with  the  wants,  wishes,  notions,  and  senti- 
ments of  the  patrons  of  the  school.  They  have  also  carefully 
considered  the  testimony  submitted  at  the  numerous  hearings, 
and  they  unanimously  find  that  no  such  case  has  been  presented 
as  would  warrant  them  in  asking  the  Board  to  grant  the  prayer 
of  the  petition. 

Having  thus  passed  upon  the  onty  request  of  the  petitioners, 
it  would  seem  that  your  committee  have  fulfilled  their  duty,  and 
that  they  are  not  called  upon  to  express  any  further  opinion  in 
respect  to  the  case.  Yet  a  majority  of  the  committee  feel  it  but 
fair  to  the  petitioners,  and  due  to  this  Board,  to  the  disaffected 
pupils  and  parents,  and  to  those  having  the  immediate  recommen- 
dations for  the  appointments  of  teachers  in  this  school,  to  say  that 
while  the  testimony  does  not  show  this  sub-master  to  be  deficient 
in  attainments,  deportment,  or  morals,  or  in  his  interest  in  his 
work,  yet  that  his  power  and  methods  of  discipline  are  not  wholly 
satisfactory,  and  should  be  improved. 

The  committee  ask  to  be  dischai-ged.
